In  prior  year  1997,  licensed  Montana  producers  sold  to  Montana  processors 
287,285,307  pounds  of  grade  'A'  milk  at  a weighted  average  test  of  3.53%.  They 
received  a total  of  $37,367,524  or  a weighted  average  blend  price  of  $13.05  per 
hundredweight  (CWT)  for  all  milk  sold.

Montana  dairy  farmers  had  a total  of  15,474  dairy  animals,  which  produced  an 
average  of  18,501  pounds  each.  In  addition,  there  were  27  dairy  animals  owned  by 
one  producer-distributor. 

Based  on  figures  from  a 1998  provisional  estimate  furnished  by  the  Montana  state 
library,  the  population  of  Montana  for  the  year  was  879,533.  Using  that  population 
figure: 

• The  cost  to  Montana  consumers  for  the  Milk  Control  program  (based  on  fluid 
consumption  only)  was  $.0015  per  quart. 

• Converting  all  milk  products  used  by  consumers  to  milk  equivalents  (including 
cottage  cheese,  ice  cream,  hard  cheese  and  butter)  the  cost  of  the  program  to 
Montana  consumers  was  $.0013  per  quart. 

The  above  calculations  are  based  on  a total  expenditure  by  this  agency  for  the 
calendar  year  1998  of  $148,750. 

Per  capita  consumption  by  Montana  consumers  (using  the  1998  population  figure): 

9 of  fluid  milk  (class  I)  in  Montana  was  245.03  pounds  or  113.70  quarts. 

««  of  all  milk  products  (class  I,  II  & III)  was  289.61  pounds  or  134.39  quarts.
